Mr. Kissinger Jaumched the 
new policy with a speech in 
Lusaka, Zambia, two months ago. 
The speech pledges to move on 
the congressional front, with aid

The Senate Judiciary Comniittee has sent 
to the floor of the Senate a bill that woud 
break up the 18 biggest off companies. A 
company would have to decide whether to 
produce crude oil, transport it, or refine and 
market petroleum products. It no longer 
could perform all three functions. : 

The sponsors of the legislation contend 

’ that it would lead to greater efficiency. a 
strengthening of independent oil preducers 
and dealers and, ultimately. greater restraint 
on the pricing power of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

It is hard to see that breaking up the 
Yargest U.5. off companies would lead to any 
of these results. In fact, divestiture might 
result in greater costs than benefits to the 
United States—and to consumers. It might 
even strengthen rather than weaken OPEC. 

The proposed solution of divestiture is 
based on a fallacious theory of the energy 
crisis—the notion that it was caused by the 
U.S. oil “monopoly” rather than by the cartel 
of oil-producing countries. This risks di- 
verting attention from the real problem to 
ea dramatic and emotional nonsolution. 

The U.S. of] industry, while no modei of 


perfect competition, is less concentrated 
than many other US. indusizies. In 
petroleam refining—the most concentrated 
part of the industry—the largest four com- 
panies account for 33 per cent of sales; the 
jargest eight companies account for 58 per 
cent, and 20 companies account for 35 per 
cent. These concentration ratios are about 
average for U.S. industry as a whole. 

’ Beyond the data on concentration ratios, 
there is much evidence that the oll com- 
panies have competed vigorously for markets 
and access to new reserves The industry’s 


profits have, over the years, also been about © 


average for ali U.S. industries. The Arab 
oft embargo and quintupling of oil nrices 
boosted oil-industry profits in 1974, but they 
have since come down. ἢ 

Breaking up the largest ofl companies— 
and the long period of uncertainty through 
which the industry would have to pass— 
would probabiy cause a major cutback in in- 
vestment in mew energy resources—both in 
the United States and ebroad (including 
non-OPEC areas). This would strengthen the 
market domination by OPEC by eontracting 
other sources of supply. 


...Alternative Remedies 


The other means of patting greater pres- 
sure on OPEC would be to Increase U.S. con- 
servation of oil products; breaking up the 
big oi! companies would be an irrelevant or 
counterproductive solution to that problem. 
A Congress that has been unwilling elther 
to tax fuel more heavily or let higher prices 
cut back demand will find no deus ex 
machina in the splitting up of the big oil 
companies. If divestiture should have the 
effect of chopping down U.S. profits and in- 
vestment. the impact on domestic supplies 
would be negative. Oil imports τοῖο the 
United States have risen above § million 
barrels a day and now approach 40 per cent. 
of U.S. daily ofl consumption. That trend 
should be reversed.

Certain specific concerns about the ofl in- 
dustry eall for specific remedies.

anti-trust violation or an abrogation of their 
᾿ eommon-carrier responsibilities to be tackled 
by the Federal Power Commission and the 
eourts.

There has been con- 
siderable irritation in London over French 
policies in recent years, matched by susp!- 
elon in Paris over the United Kingdom's 
European objectives. It is not just that the 
two countries’ interests so often diverge, as 
they do. for example, over ἃ wide range of 
specific EEC issues, from the common agri- 
cultural and fisheries policies to direct elec- 
tions to the European Parliament.

seems to be a more general sense of resent- 
ment in Whitehall over the comparatively 
greater success of French diplomacy and 
economic planning, which has recently ex- 
acerbated the traditiona] jealousy between 
the two countries.

opera: Ronconi’s Spectacular 


‘Oberon’ for East Berlin 


By Paul Moor 


Bey ‘IHT!.—During last year’s Eerlin Festival, the Roman 
girector Luca Fonconi startled and delighted West Berlin 
audiences with a fiashy spectacle which, the program said, derived 
from Aristophanes. Now, on the eastern side of the Berlin Wall, he 
has loosed an equally spectacular production of Carl Maria von Weber's 
last opera, “Oberon,” upon audiences at the Deutsche Staatsoper on 
the Unter den Linden. 

Mr. Ronconi’s chief accomplice. Pier Luigi Pizzi, has contributed 
fiendishly demanding designs of enormous intricacy—so intricate, in 
fact, that even though Mr. Roncont had almost a week of full-scale 
rehearsals on the main stage itself, 1|, all stiJi proved so complicated 
that they bad to postpone the scheduled opening two or three days. 

Forget about the ploi—some foolishness about Charlemagne’s 
trying to bump off the knight Hiton by ordering him to Baghdad to 
abduct the caliph’s daughter, this dastardiy plot thwarted by Oberon’s 
supernatural help. With Titania, Puck, five elves, two mermaids, and 
a whole chorus of fairies among the dramatis personae. “Oberon” 
offers an imaginative director possibilities to bogele the mind. 

At such boggling, though, Mr. Ronconi proves less than completely 
successful. In fact, for all this production’s verve and virtuosit;. it 
raises the \egitimate question of whether, in this day of superb elec- 
tronics, “Oberon” doesn't number among thosé operas enjoyed most 
fully by means of high-fidelity recording on disks. 

Nobody nowadays can take that silly libretto seriously, especially 
all that spoken dialogue ‘the opera lasts three and a half hours). For 
present day ears it sponta--eously turns itself into camp, but Mr. Ron- 
coni has shied away from an out-and-out tamp production. This 
Mobilizes uncertainty, conflict, and guilt in the audience mystified as 
vo just how to react to what happens on stage. 

The director and his designer. Mr.Pizzi, have taxed to the utmost 
even the considerabie technical resources of this grand old house. The 
entire stage here can sink a distance aimost equalling that between 
the stage epron and the apex of the prosgenium arch, so Mr, Pisei has 
provided a huge double-decker structure and changes scenes not later- 
ally but vertically. He also liberally uses trapdoors and things like 
that. 

Unfortunately. all that machinery, at least visually speaking, 
creaks. Instead of flashing and scintillating. the production becomes 
slightly ponderous, Mr. Pigsi's sometimes frumpy costumes provide 
little assistance: bis female fairies look like German cleaning women 
wearing kerchiefs to keep the dust out of their hair. This opera must 
trip, dart, and flit. Unfortunately, this production too often almost 
galumphs. 

Wolfgang Rennert, conducting. provided a creditable bus. “hardly 
exciting reading, and Celestina Casapietra, as the caliph’s daughter 
Rezia, brought down tle house—not altogether deservedly—with “ΠΕΣ 
big, showy sécond-act apostrophe to the monstrous ocean,.
